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The  Tiefent  State  of  New-England,  with  refpell  to 

the  Indian  War, 

[Here  being  many  and  various  Reports  concerning  theCaufes  of 
the  prefent  War  amongft  us,  it  may  not  be  amifs  in  the  Firft 
place,  to  oive  you  a  true  Account  of  the  Reafons  thereof  5  which 
probably  ''may  add  fcmething  to  the  Satisfaction  of  our  Chnftian 
Friends  in  Old  England,  Which  is  thus  : 
About  five  or  fix  Years  fince,  there  was  brought  up  (amongft 
others}  an  Indian  in  the  Colledg  at  Cambridge  named  Sofcman,  who  alter  forne 
time  he  had  fpent  in  Preaching  the  Gofpel  to  Unkus,  a  Sagamore  Chnftian  in 
his  Territories;  was  by  the  Authority  of  New-Plimouth  fent  to  Preach  in  like 
manner  to  King  Philip,  and  his  -Indians  :  V*t  King  Philip  f  Heathen-like),  m- 
ftead  of  receiving  the  Gofpel,  would  immediately  have  killed  this  Sofomon  but 
by  the  perfwafion  of  fome  about  him  did  not  do  it,  but  fent  him  by  the  hands 
of  three  of  ■  his  Men  to  Prifon  5  who  as  he  was  going  to  Pnfon,  Exhorted  and 
Taught  them  in  the  Chriftian  Religion;  they  not  liking  his  Difcourfe,  irnmecfc. 
k-1  v°Murthered  him  after  a  molt  Barbarous  manner :  They  returning  to.  King 
nUib,  acquainted  him  what  they  had  done.  About  two  or  three  Months  aker, 
this  Murther  being  Difcovered  to  the  Authority  of  New-PhmoMh,  JofiahWm- 
m  being  then  Governour  of  that  Colony,  care  was  taken  to  find  out  die 
Martherers  ;  who  upon  fearch  were  found  and  apprehended,  and  alter  a  ran: 
Trial  were  all  Hanged. 

This  fo  Exafpentted  King  Philip,  that  from  that  day  after,  he  iludied  to  be 
Revenged  on  the  Englifi,  judging  that  the  Englijh  Authority  have  nothing  to  do 
to  Hans  any  of  his  Indians  for  killing  another. 

In  order  thereunto,  his  firft  Errand  is  to  a  S^uaw  Sachem  (1.  e.  a  Woman 
Prince,  or  Queen)  who  is  the  Widow  of  a  Brother  to  King  Philip,  deceafed, 
he  promifing  her  great  rewards  if  fhe  would  joyn  with  him  in  this  Confpiracy, 
(for  me  is  as  Potent  a  Prince  as  any  round  about  her,  and  hath  as  much  Corn, 
Land,  and  Men,  at  her*  Command)  fhe  willingly  confented,  and  was  much 
more-forward  in  the  Defign,  and  had  greater  Succefs  than  King  Pkhp  ™™f- 

The  place  where  this  King  Philip  doth  dwell,ison  a  parcel  of  Land,called  m 
EmlS,  Mount  Hove,  about  twelve  Miles  long,  and  judged  to  be  the  beft  Land 
in  ^Nero-England :  And  it  was  about  thirty  five  Miles  off  of  this  Place  to  the 
Northward,  that  the  firft  Englifi  that  ever  came  there,  Landed;  and  by  de- 
grees built  Houfe^s,  and  called  the  name  of  the  place  Jffew-Plimonth,-  (becaufe 
Plimouth  in  Old  England  was  the  laft  place  they  were  at  there).  The  hnglifb 
took  not  a  Foot  of  Land  from  the  Indians,  but  Bought  all,  and  although  they 
bought  for  an  inconfiderable  Value  ;  yet  they  did  Buy  it.  And  it  may  be 
iudeed  that  now  King  Philip  repents  himfelf,  feeing  what  Product  the  hnglijb 
J    5  A  2  have

have  made  of  a  Wildernefs,  through  their  Labour,  and  the  Bleffing  of  God 
thereon  :  All  the  Land  of  the  Colony  of  Neve-Plitnonth,  was  at  firft  Bought  of 
this  Kings  Philips  Grand- father,  Maffafiit  by  Name,except  fome  few  parcels  he 
hath  Sold  to  fome  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Srvanzy,  not  far  from  Mount  Hope. 
Thereupon  about  five  Years  fince,  took  an  occafion  to  Quarrel  with  the  Town, 
partly  bccaufe  he  was  vexed  he  had  Sold  his  Land,  and  partly  becaufe  his  Bro- 
ther died  five  or  fix  Years  before,  and  he  thought  the  Bnglijb  had  Poyfoned  him, 
and  thereupon  he  troubled  them,  but  killed  none  >  but  the  Govemour  by  timely 
preparation  hindred  them  of  doing  any  hurt. 

Thus  after  King  Philip  had  fecured  his  Intereft  in  Squaw  Sachem,  (whom  he 
perfwaded  that  the  Englifi  had  Poyfoned  her  Husband,  and  thereupon  fhe  was 
the  more  willing  to  joyn  with  him)  he  privately  fent  Meffengers  to  mod  of  the 
Indian  Sagamores  and  Sachems  round  about  him,  telling  them  that  the  Englifb 
had  a  Deii<m  to  cut  off  all  the  Indians  round  about  them,  and  that  if  they  did 
not  Joyn  together,  they  fhould  lofe  their  Lives  and  Lands ;  whereupon  feve- 
taUSachems  became  his  Confederates.  And  having  now  Hvt  Years  time,  had 
opportunity  enough  to  fuinifh  themfelves  with  Ammunition  and  Arms,  which 
they  did  plentifully  at  Canada,  amongft  the  French;  and  it  is -judged  that  fome 
Englifb  have  alfo  Sold  them  fome  Arms  through  Ignorance  of  their  Defign. 
In  the  mean  time  King  Philip  Muttered  up  about  Five  Hundred  of  his  Men,  and 
Arms  them  compleac  h  and  had  gotten  about  Eight  or  Nine  Hundred  of  his 
Neighbouring  Indians,  and  likewife  Arms  them  compleat ;  (i.  e.  Guns,  Pow- 
der,&and  Bullets,)  but  how  many  he  hath  engaged  to  be  of  his  Party,  is  un- 
known to  any  among  us.  The  laft  Spring  feveral  Indians  were  feen  in  fmall 
Parties,  about  Rehoboth  and  Swanfey,  which  not  a  little  affrighted  the  Inhabi- 
tants. Who  demanding  the  Reafon  of  them,  wherefore  it  was  fo  <  Anfwer 
was  made,  That  they  were  only  on  their  own  Defence,  for  they  under  flood  that 
the  Englijb  intended  to  Cut  them  off.  About  the  20th  of  June  laft,  Seven  or 
Bight  of  King  Philip's  Men  came  to  Svpanfey  on  the  Lords  Day,  and  would 
Grind  a  Hatchet  at  an  Inhabitants  Houf e  there ;  the  Matter  told  them,  it  was 
theSabbathDay,and  their  God  would  be  very  angry  if  he  fhould  let  them  do  it. 
They  returned  this  anfwer,  They  knew  not  who  his  God  was,  and  that,  they 
would  do  it  for  all  him,  or  his  God  either :  From  thence  they  went  to  another 
Houfe  and  took  away  fome  Vi&uals,  but  hurt  no  Man.  Immediately  they  met 
a  Man  travelling  on  the  Road,  kept  him  in  Cuftody  a  fhort  time,  then  difmift 
him  quietly;  giving  him  this  Caution,  that  he  fhould  not  Work  on  his  God's 
Day,  and  that  he  fhould  tell  no  Lies. 

Thefe  things  happening,  with  many  others  of  the  like  Nature,  gave  the 
Rehoboth  and  Svpanfey  Men  great  caufe  of  Jealoufies  ;  which  occafioncd  them 
to  fend  to  Plimouth,  and  to  the  Bay  (i.  e.  Bofion)  for  fome  Affittance,  in  cafe 
they  fhould  need  it.  But  before  any  came  to  them,  they  of  both  Towns  were 
gathered  together  into  three  Houfes,  Men,  Women,  and  Children,  and  there 
had  all  Provifions  in  common,  fo  that  they  who  had  nothing  wanted  not. 

Immediately  after,  notice  came  hereof  to  the  Govemour  of  the  Meffachufets 
Colony  (Boftonbc'mg  Metropolis,  and  the  Honourable  'John  Leveret  Govemour 
thereof)  Drums  beat  up  for  Volunteers,  and  in  three  Hours  time  were  Mutter- 
ed  up  about  an  Hundred  and  ten  Men,  Captain  Samuel  Mofely  being  their  Com- 
mander. This  Captain  Mofely  hath  been  an  old  Privateer  at  Jamaica,  an  ex- 
cellent Souldier,  and  an  undaunted  Spirit,  one  whofe  Memory  will  be  Honou- 
rable 
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rable  in  New-England,  for  his  many  eminent  Services  he  hath  done  the  Publick* 
There  were  alfo  among  thefe  Mai  about  Ten  or  Twelve  Privateers,  that  had 
been  there  fome  time  before :  They  carried  with  them  feveral  Dogs,  that  pro- 
ved fcrviceable  to  them,  in  finding  out  the  Enemy  in  their  Swamps ;  one 
whereof,  would  for  feveral  days  together ,  go  out  and  bring  to.  them  fix, 
eight,  or  ten  young  Pigs  of  King  Philips  Herds.  There  went  out  alfo  amongft 
thefe  Men,  one  Comellis  a  Dutchman,  who  had  lately  been  Condemned  to  die 
for  Piracy,  but  afterwards  received  a  Pardon  \  he  willing  to  (hew  his  Gratitude 
therefore,  went  out  and  did  feveral  good  Services  abroad  againft  the  Enemy. 

plimouth  alfo  fen  t  out  feveral  Men  at  the  fame  time,  both  Horfe  and  Foot: 
Alfo  moll  Towns  in  all  the  United  Colonies  thereabout  fent  out  fome  more,fome 
lefs  as  they  were  in  Number.  By  this  time  the  Indians  have  killed  feveral 
of  our  Men*  but  the  firft  that  was  killed  was  zfune  23,  a  Man  at  Swanfe),  tint 
he  and  his  Family  had  left  his  Houfe  amongft  the  reft  of  the  Inhabitants ;  and 
adventuring  with  his  Wife  and  Son  ('about  twenty  Years  old)  to  go  to  his  Houfe 
to  fetch  them  Corn,  and  fuch  like  things;  He  having  juft  before  fent  his  Wife  v 
and  Son  away,  as  he  was  going  Out  of  the  Houfe,  was  fet  on  and  fhot  by  In- 
dians ;  his  Wife  being  not  far  off,  heard  the  Guns  go  off,  went  back :  They  took 
her,  firft  defiled  her,  then  skinned  her  Head,  as  alfo  the  Son,  and  difmift  them 
boihj  who  immediately  died.  They  alfo  the  next  day  killed  fix  or  feven  Men 
at  Srvanfevj  and  two  more  at  one  of  the  Garnfons  5  and  as  two  Men  that  went 
but  of  one  of  the  Garrifonsto  draw  a  Bucket  of  Water,  were  fhot  and  carried 
away,  and  afterwards  found  with  their  Fingers  and  Feet  cut  off,  and  the  skin 
of  their  Heads  flayed  off. 

About  fourteen  days  after  tnat,  they  fent  for  more  help  $  whereupon  the  Au- 
thority of  Bofionj  made  Captain  Ihomas  Savage  the  Major  General  in  that 
Expedition,  who  with  fixty  Horfe,  and  as  many  Foot,  went  oat  of  Bofion; 
having  preft  Horfes  for  the  Footmen,  and  fix  Carts  to  carry  Prbvifions  with 
them:  Whereof  Mr.  John  Mo/fe  was.Commiffary  General  abroad,  and  Mr. 
Nathaniel  Williams  Commiffary  at  home.  They  Travelled  day  and  night  till 
theyxameto  their  Garrifons,  and  within  three  days  after,  marched  Horfe  and 
Foot  (leaving  Guards  in  the  Garrifons)  towards  Mount  Hope,  where  King  Phi- 
lip and  his  Wife  was  -0  they  came  on  him  at  unawares,fo  that  Philip  was  forced 
to  rife  from  Dinner,  and  he  and  all  with  him  fled  out  of  that  Land,  called 
Mount  Hope,  up  further  into  the  Countrey  ;  they  purfued  them  as  far  as  they 
could  go  for  Swamps,  and  killed. fifteen  or  fixteen  in  that  Expedition,  and  re- 
turned, and  took  what  he  had  that  was  worth  taking,  and  fpoiled  the  reft,  ta- 
king all  his  Cartel  and  Hogs  they  could  find,  and  alfo  took  Poffeffion  of  Mount 
Hope,  which  had  then  a  thoufand  Acres  under  Corn,  which  is  fince  cut  down 
by  the  Englijh,  and  difpofedof  according  to  tfyeir  Difcretion. 

Gprnellis  was  in  this  Exploit,  and  purfued  Philip  fo  hard,  that  he  got  his  Cap 
offhis  Head,  and  now  weareth  it. 

About  three  days  after,  the  General  (finding  Comellis  to  be  a  Stout  Man,  and 
willing  to  venture  his  Life  in  the  Caufe  of  the  Englifh)  fent  him  with  twelve 
Men  under  his  Command  to  Scout  about,  with  Orders  to  return  in  three  Hours 
on  pain  of  Death ;  in  his  way  he  met  fixty  Indians  that  were  hailing  their  C&fa 
nooes  a-fhore,  he  fet  on  them,  killing  thirteen,  and  took  eight  alive,  purfues 
the  reft  as  far  as  he  could  go  £ot  the  Swamps  ^  then  he  returned  and  Burnt  all 
thofe  Cannooes,  about  forty  in  number :  By  this  time  Comellis  and  his  twelve

Men  (all  being  preferved)  returned  to  the  Camp,  but  they  were  eight  Hours 
abfent :  Whereupon  a  Council  of  War  was  called,  who  paft  the  Sentence  of 
Death  on  him,  for  exceeding  the  Order  given  him.  Immediately  was  alfo  Par- 
doned, and  received  thanks  for  his  good  Service  done  in  that  Expedition  5  and 
was  in  a  more  time  fent  out  on  the  like  Defign,  and  brought  Home  with  him 
twelve  Indians  alive,  and  two  Indians  Heads  ( /.  e.  the  Skin  with  the  Hair 
on  it.) 

About  the  i^th  of  {fiity,  the  General  returned  with  twelve  Men  to  guard 
his  Perfon. 

Captain  Mtfcfy  being  there,  and  plying  about,  found  Eighty  Indians  who 
furrendred  themfelves,  and  were  fecured  in  a  Houfe,  provided  for  them  near 
Pli mouth  :  Thereupon  came  to  Bofton,  to  know  the  pleafure  of  the  Authority 
about  them,  and  in  a  days  time,  returned  with  this  Order  5  he  mould  kill  none 
that  he  took  alive,  but  fecure  them  in  order  to  a  Tranfportation :  Wherefore 
afterwards  there  were  Shipt  on  board  Captain  Sprague  an  Hundred  feventy  eight 
Indians,  on  the  iSth  of  September ,  bound  for  Gales. 

In  this  time,  the  Indians  continued  daily  to  commit  many  A  els  of  Hoftility 
on  the  Engltfb ;  they  Burnt  Twenty  three  Houfes  at  6" wanfey,  and  killed  many 
People  there,  and  took  much  Cattle,  as  alfo  Burnt  the  Hay  and  Corn  in  great 
quantities.  They  Burnt  near  thirty  Houfes  in  Dartmouth,  fa  place  in  Ngv- 
Plim-outh  Colony)  killing  many  People  after  a  mod  Barbarous  manner-,  as  skin- 
ing  them  all  over  alive,  forne  only  their  Heads,  cutting  off  their  Hands  and 
Feet;  but  any  Woman  they  take  alive,  they  Defile,  afterwards  put  her  to  Death 
by  fome  of  thefe  or  the  like  ways.  They  have  Burnt  moit  of  the  Houfes  in 
Echoboth,  Taunton,  andSwanfey*7  a  Party  of  Indians  came  to  Mendham,  which 
is  Thirty  two  Miles  from  Bofion,  and  there  killed  five  or  fix  Peifons,  who  being 
purfued,  two  were  killed,  the  reft  fled. 

Some  part  of  our  Forces  afterwards  fet  on  about  Five  hundred  Indians,  not 
far  from  Pocaffit,  purfuing  them  into  a  large  Swamp,  not  far  from  thence  ; 
how  many  they  killed  is  not  known,  in  regard  the  Indians  adventured  back  tfnd 
took  their  dead  Men  away  with  them:  (as  they  commonly  do  if  they  can pof- 
fibly)  But  in  this  Fight  were  killed  King  Philips  Brother,  his  Privy  Councellor, 
(beug  one  formerly  Educated  at  Cambridg)  arid  one  of  his  chief  Captains ;  the 
Heads  of  which  three  were  afterwards  brought  to  Bofton.  There  were  killed  in 
this  purfuitfix  Englishmen,  and  nine  or  ten  wounded. 

This  Pocafftt  Swamp,  is  judged  about  feven  or  eight  Miles  long,-  and  fo  full 
of  Bufhes  and  Trees,  that  a  parcel  of  Indians  may  be  within  the  length  of  a 
Pike  of  a  Man,  and  he  cannot  difcover  them  •,  and  betides,  this  as  well  as  all 
other  Swamps,  is  fo  fofc  Ground,  that  an  Englishman  can  neither  go  nor  (tend 
thereon,  and  yet  thefe  bloody  Savages  will  run  along  over  it,  holding  their  Guns 
crofs  their  arms  (and  if  occalion  be)  difcharge  in  that  pofturc. 

On  the  Lords  Day,  the  of  July,  an  Indian  came  to  Dorchcfier,  (within 
half  a  Mile  of  Mother  Georges  Houfe)  to  the  Houfe  of  Mr.  Minor \  in  Sermon- 
rime,  and  there  were  then  at  Home  the  Maid  fervant  and  two  young  Children, 
(he  keeping  the  Door  fhut  for  fafcty  ;  the  Indian  when  he  faw  he  could  not  come 
in  at  the  Door,  went  about  to  come  in  at  the  WTindow,  (lie  perceiving  his  re- 
folutiun,  took  two  Brafs  Kettles,  under  which  fhe  put  the  two  Children,  ihe 
ran  up  Stairs  and  charged  a  Musket  and  fired  at  the  Indian,  (he  having  fired  at 
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her  once  or  twice  and  mift  her,  but  (truck  the  top  of  one  Kettle,  under  which  a 
Child  was;  and  (hot  him  into  his  (houlder;  then  he  let  his  Gun  fall,  and  was 
iuft  coming  in  at  the  Window,  (he  made  hafte  and  got  a  Fire-movel  ful^oF  live 
Coles  and'pplied  them  to  his  Face,  which  forced  him  to  (lie  and  efcaped  :  But 
one  was  found  dead  within  five  Miles  of  that  place  afterwards,  and  was  judged 
to  be  this  by  his  fcalded  Face.  Yv"^      l/£  r     1 

'  Thefe  Tranfaftions  may  be  computed  to  end  with  July.  Before  any  further 
prowfs  be  made  in  this  Relation,  it  may  hot  be  amifs  to  give  you  fome  Account 
of  what  concerns  our  Neighbour  Indians  at  Peace  with  us.     ; 

There  are  two  Potent  Sagamores,  that  are  in  Amity  with  us:  The  one  is 
mnnicroft,  his  Territories  border  on  Connected  Colony  ;  the  other  is  Unksts, 
the  only  Oxn^n  Sagamore  among  them.  _ 

ThisW*/,  and  all  his  Subjects  profefung  Chriitianity,  are  Called  Fraying 
Indians  In  the  firft  week  in  Auguft,  the  Authority  of  Bofton  fent  an  Exprefs  to 
him  to  require  him  to  come  in  and  Surrender  himfelf,  Men,  and  Arms,  to  the 
Ewlifb  •  Whereupon,  he  fent  along  with  the  Metfenger  his  three  Sons,  and 
about  Sixty  of  his  Men,  with  his  Arms  ,  to  be  thus  difpofedof,  viz. 
Histwoyouneeft  Sons,  (about  thirty  Years  old)  to  remain  as  Hoftages  (as  now 
thev  do  at  Cambridge  andfusEideft  Son  to  go  Captain  of  the  Men  as  Affiftants 
to  the  Englijb  againft  the  Heathens,  which  accordingly  they  did.  And  the 
Emlifb  not  thinking  themfelves  yetfecure  enough,  becaufe  they  cannot  know 
a  Heathen  from  a  Chriftian  by  his  Vifage,  nor  Apparel:  The  Authority  of 
Bofton,  ac  a  Council  held  there  the  30^  of  Auguft,  Publi(hed  this  following

£2SK, V *«W  have  a  Coat,  ( t *.  two  Yards  of  Trucking 
Soth  worth  five  Shillings  Mr  Yard  here)  and  for  every  one  they  bring 
Svetvvo  Coats;  for  King  >^r  Head,  Twenty  Coats,  and  if  taken 
alive  Forty  Coats:  Thefe  went  our,  and  returned  in  Fourteen  days  t.me, 
bringing  with  them  about  Eighteen  Heads  in  all. 

Several  other  Sachems  of  the  Countries,  called  in  Indian,  Mpmoog,came 
toan  W#  Town  called  Bmhfield,  (but in  Indian,  ^tmbarvg,  during 
the  time  o„r  Garifon  was  there)  and  told  .them  they  were graying  Induns, 
L  Vchriftians)  and  that  they  would  be  quiet,  and  do  no  harm  to  the  E»g- 
&  bu  withal,  toldthem,  that  for  their  own  fafety  they  could  not  deliver 
up  hek  Arms:  But  the  Inhabitants  of  BrcokJUld  thopght  they  would  be 
Faithful  in  regard  they  were  Praying  Indians,  took  their  words  and  diC 

mThehAuthority  of  Boftcn,  with  the  Advice  of  the  Governour  of  Cmne- 
Si  asalfo  o   ilimoutb  Colonies,  then  fitting  in  Councel  fot  feveral 
days  together  at  B^«,  For  their  better  fatisfaa.on,  fent  a  M^tfe 
Srfe  under  the  Command  of  Captain  Htftftf  and  Captain  Wheeler; 
when  they  were  come  to  ®*»b*»g,  they  fent  a  Party  of  Horfe'othe 
mpmoog  Ichems  to  Treat  withthem.    (For  you  muft  underftar A  that  Op- 
fa  n  H^foT,*had  a  very  confiderable  Farm  thereabouts,  and  had  occafion 
toempo !  ftveral  of  thofe  Sache.s  Men,  in  Tilling  and  Plowing^ 
Ground,  and  thereby  he  was  known  by  Face  to  many  of  them.)   gf*- 
Sfent  this  word,  they  would  fpeak  with  none  but  Captain  EM* 
htofelf    whereupon  Capt.  Uutehifm  and  Capt.  0fc  «",  fent  them  word 
Sy  would  comeP  to  them  themfelves:  Accordingly  the  **p  appo**- 
ed  the  meeting  at  fuch  a  Tree,  and  at  fuch  a  time.    The  time  being  come. 
Captain  HutMfin,  Captain  Wheeler,  and  his  Company,  i^f^M 
Inhabitants  of  Brookfield,  who  thought  them  to  be  very  Honeft,  therefore 
"ok  no  ftrms  with  them)  went  to  tie  place,  but  the  #W  ™ "™«f 
1  not  there.   Whereupon  the  Guide  that  conduded  them  through  the  Woods, 
brought  them  to  ;*  Swmt  not  fat  off  the  appointed  place  5  out  of  which 
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thefe  WM*mn  all  at  once  and  Killed  fixteen  Men,  and  Wound-d  fe  -en' 
otters  of  whrch  Wounds  three  Weeks  after,  Captain  Butchif^  died,  when1 
his  Wife  and  Son  were  withm  twelve  Miles  of  him  in  their  Journey  to  fee 
Zh  V?f?T  iS  ll]S  mw  lamented,  in  that  his  Mother  .and  federal 
Yeanfince15  Rclat,0nS>  died  b*  the  hands  of  the  Indians,  now  near  forty 

■  The  red  that  efcaped,  made  what  hafte  they  could  to  the  Town  of  Brook- 
field,  they  made  choice  of  the  ftrongeft  Houfe  there,  refolved  to  make  a 
Garnfonoi  it  5  in  order  thereunto,  as  foon  as  they  could,  got  all  the  Peo- 
ple (about  Eighty  in  numbet;  into  this  Houfe.      The  Induns  purfued 

n,f0u'  a4  u\°U,C  H°LUrS  "Ple  hadB"™  twenty  and  odd  Houfes  in 
Brookfield  and  abode  thereabout  three  or  four  days,  mooting  day  and  night, 
with  moft  dreadful  Screechings  and  Yellings ,  which  fignified  their  Tri- 
umph. They  in  this  time  endeavoured  to  fet  the  Garnfon  on  fire  divers 
times,  but  by  the  Providence  of  God  were  prevented  5  once  by  a  mowre  of 
Ram,  another  time  by  their  Diligence  within.  One  from  within  ftept  out 
to  drink  fome  Water  and  was  killed,  and  one  more  killed  within  The 
Bruits  had  contrived  an  Engin  with  many  Wheels,  to  fire  the  Garrifon  ten 
or  twelve  Rod  off,  and  had  loaded  it  with  combuftibles  therefore,  (  and 
news  was  brought  to  Boftm  that  they  were  all  Burnt,  but  it  was  not  fo) 
andhadaflutedlydoneit,  had  not  Major  Willard come  to  their  Relief  with 
a  flying  Army  of  fixty  Horfe,  at  nine  or  ten  a  Clock  at  Night:  Thev 
forced  their  way  through  the  Body  of  the  Indians,  and  Fired  apa?e  on  them! 
and  m  two  Hours  time  wholly  Routed  the  Indians  thence,  killing  feveral 
Thus  deliverance  was  wrought  by  a  mighty  Hand  for  them,  when  they  had* 
no  outward  reafon  to  expect  any. 

During  the  time  thefe  People  kept  themfelves  in  that  Houfe,  two  Wo- 
men were  fafely  delivered  of  two  Sons  apiece,  who  in  a  Months  time 
brought  them  all  themfelves  on  foot  to  Bofton,  where  they  were  plentifully 
relieved  out  of  the  Church-Stock  there. 

There  are  alfo  another  fort  of  Indians,  (beft  known  to  the  Commonalty 
of  Bofton)  by  the  name  of  Mr.  Elliots  Indians,  or  Captain  Guggins  Indians. 

This  Mr.  EUtot,  you  muft  underftand,  is  the  Man  that  hath  by  his  own 
great  Labour  and  Study,  invented  the  way  of  Printing  thelndian  Language, 
and  hath  alfo  perfectly  Tranflated  the  whole  Bible,  with  the  Singing  Pfalms 
in  Meeter ,  the  Affemblies  Catechifm ;  the  Practice  of  Piety,  into  the  Indi- 
an Languagejas  alfo  Written  feveral  Books,  very  profitable  for  undemanding 
the  Grounds  of  Chriftian  Religion:  For  which  Pains  and  Labour,  he  de- 
ferves  Honour  from  all  fuch  who  are  Well-wifliers  to  things  of  the  like  Na- 
ture, whofe  Name  will  never  Die  in  Neva-England.

This  Captain  Guggins,  is  a  Captain  and  Juftice  of  Peace  at  Cambridg : 
He  receives  Thirty  Pound  per  annum  from  the  Engli{h>  to  fit  as  Judg  among 
the  Indians?  to  Judg  any  difference  (not  Capital)  among  themfelves,  or 
between  them  and  the  Bnglifh. 

Of  thefe  Indians  thus  diftingifhed,  it  may  not  be  amifs  to  give  a  brief 
Account,  in  its  proper  place. 

Now  it  falls  in  Courfe,  to  think  on  what  is  done  in  the  Field  onbofh 
Sides. 

On  thnrfday  the  5  th  of  Auguft^  being  Le&ure«day  at  Bofttfy  was  ordered  by 
the  Old  Church  (of  which  the  Governour is  a  Member)  to  be  obferved  as  a 
Fail  by*  that  Church,  which  accordingly  was  done :  And  at  the  Contribution 
was  then  Collected  Sixty  Nine  Pound,  which  was  for  the  diftreffed  Fami- 
lies Relief.  And  on  that  very  day  was  Captain  Hutchifons  Company  fo  de- 
feated :  Which  thing  was  taken  efpecial  Notice  of,  by  all  thofe  who  defire 
to  fee  the  Hand  of  God  in  fuch  fad  Providences,  which  did  occafion  ano- 
ther Faft  to  be  kept,  by  Mr.  Mathers  Church,  at  the  North  Meeting-houfe 
the  Wednesday  following. 

On  Wednefday,  the  12th  o£  Augufty  was  appointed  a  Fail:  for  Mr.  Ma- 
ther's Church,  which  was  duly  obferved  5  that  day  being  a  Court  day  for 
the  Council,  no  Magiftrate  was  there,  yet  notwithstanding  there  were  ga- 
thered at  the  Contribution  fixty  eight  Pound. 

Mr.  Mather  in  his  Sermon,  took  occafion  too  in  fpeaking  of  the  Benefit 
of  Communion  with  God?  to  tell  us  that  there  are  in  this  Colony  feventy 
nine  gathered  Churches,  and  that  to  this  day  the  Indians  had  not  done  any 
Dammage  to  any  thing  that  belonged  to  any  of  the  Places  where  thefe 
Churches  were. 

Augufi  coming  on,  we  have  now  from  allParts  raifed  more  Men,  fo  that 
there  are  now  in  the  Field  in  feveral  places,  dx  hundred  Horfe  and  Foon 
Moft  of  the  Army  were  not  far  from  the  Swamp  wherein  King  Philip  with 
all  his  People  were  ;  they  refolved  to  compafs  it,which,they  did  once :  And 
in  their  fecond  Encounter,  forced  King  Philip  with  all  his  Retinue  out  of 
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the  Swamps  and  purfued  them  5  in  their  purfuit  they  killed  his  Lievetenant- 
General,  with  about  twenty  (that  they  faw)  of  his  Men,  and  the  Enolifh 
had  not  the  lofs  of  one  Man,  but  two  wounded.  (We  having  all^this 
while  a  Party  of  Hnkus's  Indians  in  the  Field  on  our  fide.) 

About  the  \%th  of  Juguft,  Captain  Mofelj  with  fixty  Men,  met  with  a 
company,  judged  about  three  hundred  Indians,  in  a  plain  place  where  few 
Trees  were,  and  on  both  fides  preparations  were  making  for  a  Battle ;  all  be- 
ing ready  on  both  fides  to  fight,  Captain  Mofeley  plucked  off  his  Periwig, 
and  put  it  into  his  Breeches,  becaufe  it  fhould  not  hinder  him  in  fighting. 
As  foon  as  the  Indians  faw  that,  they  fell  a  Howling  and  Yelling  moft  hi- 
deoufly,and  fa&Jlmhyumhmeno  ft  avemerre  fight  Engis  mon0  "Engismon  get  two 
bed  Engis  mongot  two  bed;  if  me  cut  offun  hed.be  got  noder,  a  pit  on  beder  as  dis  - 
with  fuch  like  words  in  broken  Englifh,  and  away  they  all  fled  and  could  not 
be  oveitaken,nor  feen  any  more  afterwards.  About  a  Week  after  rhis,Capt. 
Mofeley  took  two  Indians,  the  Father  and  his  Son,  and  willing  to  Examin 
them  both  apart,  proceeded  thus :  Took  the  old  Man  and  bound  him  to  a 
Tree,  after  he  was  fo  bound,  he  fent  away  the  Son  by  a  File  of  Men  out 
of  fight  ;  the  old  Man  there  confefl:  he  was  a  Praying  Indian,  and  that  he 
was  only  hunting  for   Deer  thereabouts,   but  faid  that  his  Son  was  one  of 
thofe  Men  that  wounded  Captain  Hutchifon :  So  then,  after  they  had  pump- 
ed him  as  much  as  they  could,  they  fired  a  Gun  with  no  Bullet  in  it  over  his 
Head,  untied  him,  and  fent  him  another  way  with  a  File  out  of  fight;  then 
brought  they  his  Son,  bound  him  in  like  manner,  they  telling  him  thai  they 
had  ilioc  his  Father,  and  would  fhoot  him  alfo,   if  he  would  not  confefs 
what  he  was,  and  what  he  knew :   He  fairly  told  them,    that  he  was  a  Fray- 
ing Indian,  but  his  Father  made  him  go  with  him  to  the  Ntpmoog  Indians,  end 
that  there  they  mot  three  or  four  times  apiece;  whereupon  they   then 
brought  the  old  Man  and  tied  him  to  his  Son,  and  Examined  them  together, 
at  length  they  confeft  they  were  both  among  the  Nipmoogs,  and  that  the  Son 
did  wound  Captain  Hutchifon ;  after  their  Examination,  they  were  both 
mot  to  Death. 

In  this  fame  Week,  KingPhilips  Men  had  taken  a  young  Lad  alive  about 
fourteen  Years  old,  and  bound  him  to  a  Tree  two  nights  and  two  days, 
intending  to  be  Merry  with  him  the  next  day,  and  that  they  would  Roaft 
him  alive  to  make  fport  with  him-,  but  God  over- night,  touched  the  heart 
of  one  Indian  fo  that  he  came  and  loofed  him,  and  bid  him  run  Grande,  {i.  e. 
run  Apace)  and  by  that  means  he  efcaped. 

Towards  the  latter  end  of  Augufl,  Captain  Mofeley  took  eight  Indians 
alive,  and  fent  them  Prifoners  to  Bofton,  who  were  put  in  Prifon  there; 
thefe  were  of  the  number  of  Mr.  Elliot's  Indians ;  (as  alfo  many  of  thofe 
Indians  that  were  Shipt  off  by  Captain  Spragtie,  for  the  Straits  and  Cales) 
thefe  Men  were  at  leveral  times  cried  for  their  Lives,  and  condemned  to 
Die:  Mean  time  Mr.  Elliot,  and  Captain  Guggins,  pleided  fo  very  hard 
for  the  Indians,  that  the  whole  Council  knew  not  what  to  do  about  ttafc 
They  heartened  to  Mr.  Elliot  for  his  Gravity,  Age,  an-  Wifdottt,  and  alfo 
for  that  he  hath  been  the  chief  Inftrument  that  the  Lord  hath  made  ufe  o£ 
h  Propagating  the  Gofpci  among  the  Heathen  i  And  was  their  Teacher, 
till  fuch  time  that  fome  Indians  were  brought  upin  the  Univeiiuy  to  fup- 
ply  his  place.     But  for  Captain  G'uggtns,  why  fuch  a  Wife  Council  as 

they 
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they,  mould  be  fo  over-born  by  him ,  cannot  be  judged  othrrwife  than 
becaufc  of  his  daily  troubling  them  with   his  Impertinences   and   mul- 
titudinous Speeches,  in  fo  much  that  it  was  told  hirn  on  the  Behe]i3  by 
t  a  very  worthy  Perfon  there  prefent,  that  he; ought  rarher 
to  be  Confined  among  his  Indians,  than  to  fit  on  the  Bench  •     *  Capt*  oliyer" 
his  taking  the  Indians  part    fo  much    hath   made  him  a  By- word  both 
among  Men  and  Boys.     But  fo  it  was,    that  by    one  and   two   at  a 
time  molt  of  thefe  eight  Indians  ( and  four  more  fent    afterwards  oil 
the  fame  account)  were  let  loofe  by  night,  which  fo  Exafpcrated  the  Com- 
monalty, that  about  the  10th  of  September ,  at  nine  a   Clock  at  night, 
there  gathered  together  about  forty  Men  (fome  of  note)  and  came  to  the 
Houfe  of  Captain  James  Oliver  ;  two  or  three  of  them  went  into  his  En- 
try to  defire  to  fpeak  with  him,  which  was  to  defire  him  to  be  their  Leader? 
and  they  mould  joyn  together  and  go  break  open  the  Prifon,  and  take  one 
Indian  out  thence  and  Hang  him  :  Captain   Oliver  hearing  their  requeft, 
took  his  Cane  and  cudgelled  them  ftoutly,  and  fo  for  that  time  difmift  the 
Company ;  which  had  he  but  in  the  leaft  countenanced,  it  might  have 
been  accompanied  with  ill  Events  in  the  end.     Immediately  Captain  Other 
went  and  acquainted  Mr.  Ting  his  Neighbour,  (a  Juftice  of  Peace)  and 
they  both  went  the  next  Morning  and  acquainted  the  Govemour ,    who 
thank'd  Captain  Oliver  for  what  he  had  done  iaft  night,  but  this  reded 
not  here  :  For  the  Commonalty  were  fo  enraged  againft  Mr.  -Elliot,   and 
Captain  Guggws  efpecially,  that Captain  Guggins  ( aid  on  the  Bench,   that 
he  was  afraid  to  go  along  the  flreets  5  the   anfwer  was    made,     you    may 
thank  your  felf;  however  an  Order  was  iffued  out  for  the  Execution  o£ 
that  one  (notorious  above  the  reft)   Indian,  and  accordingly  he  was  led 
by  a  Rope  about  his  Neck  to  the  Gallows  i  when  he  came  there,  the  Exe- 
cutioners (for  there  were  many;  flung  one  end  over  the  Poll,  and  fo  hoi- 
fed  him  up  like  a  Dog,  three  or  four  times,  he  being  yet  half  alive,  and 
half  dead }  then  came  an  Indian ,  a  Friend  of  his ,  and  with  his  "Knife 
made  a  hole  in  his  Breaft  to  his  Heart,  and  fucked  out  his  Heart-blood  : 
Being  asked  his  reafon  therefore,  his  anfwer,  Umh,  umh  nu,  Me  ftrongcr 
as  I  was  before,  me  be  fo  ftrong  as  me  and  he  too,  he  be  ver  ftrong  Man  fore 
he  die. 

Thus  with  the  Dog-like-death  (good  enough)  of  one  poor  Heathen, 
was  the  Peoples  Rage  laid  in  fome  meafure,  but  in  a  fhort  time  it  began 
to  work  (not  without  Caufe  enough).  About  the  beginning  of  $eptem~, 
y%er,  Captain  Hinksman  was  fent  out  Commander  , of  one  hundred  Men, 
and  were  to  meet  together  at  Roxbury  Meeting-Houfe-yard ,  when  they 
were  there,  ready  to  March,-  they  all  unanimoufly  refolved  not  to  go  with 
him,  but  if  Captain  Oliver  would  go,  they  would  go  gladly  5  whereupon 
the  Council  fent  for  him  Home,  and  fent  Captain  Lake  in  his  room. 

On  Wednesdays  Augufl  25.  was  obferved  a  Faft  at  Charles-Town,  where- 
to feveral  of  Bofton  went,  there  was  gathered  that  day  Seventy  ei^ht 
Pound.  , 

King  Philip  now  beginning  to  want  Money  (having  a  Coat  niade  all  of 
Wampampeag,  ( i.  e.  Indian  Money)  cuts  his  Coat  to  pieces,  and  ditiri- 
butes  it  plentifully  among  the  Nipmoog  Sachems  and  others,  as  well  to  the 
Eaftward  as  Southward,  and  all  round  about*     This  gives  oceafion  to  fuf- 
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peel  that  the  Narraganfets  may  alfo  be  Bribed,  who  are  out  on  our  fide,  in 
that  they  follow  not  Orders  to  purfue  King  Philip  effectually.  Captain 
Lathrop,  and  Captain  Beers,  being  at  Badly,  and  there  hearing  of  an  bf* 
dianCMc  not  far  thence,  they  marched  with  and  Hundred  and  eighty  Soul- 
diers  thither,  who  required  the  Indians  to  furrender  their  Arms-  the  Indi- 
ans told  Captain  Beers,  that  they  would  the  next  Morning  But  the 
Captains  with  their  Men  foon  made  themfelves  Matters  thereof,  forcing 
them  into  a  Srvamp,  having  killed  nine  or  ten,  they  Retreated. 

By  this  time  the  Town  of  Deerfield  begins  to  be  in  danger :  Whereupon 
Captain  Beers  with  eighty  Men  went  to  bring  away  the  People,  the  Inha- 
bitants thereof.  The  Indians  having  Burnt  twenty  five  Houfes;  in  their 
way,  they  were  met  with  by  a  parcel  of  Indians  of  about  a  Hundred  and 
fifty,  which  the  Englifh  got  the  better  of,  killing  neer  Forty  Indians,  ha- 
ving loft  but  four  or  five  Englifljmen  :  But  immediately  there  did  appear 
the  greateft  Body  that  hath  at  one  time  been  fcen  by  the  Engltfh,  and  fell 
upon  Captain  Beers,  immediately  killing  him  and  fixty  five  of  his  Men, 
and  fifteen  efcaped;  thefe  fifteen  ran  to  Captain  Mofeley,  who  then  was 
about  nine  or  ten  Miles  off,  he  came  with  his  iixty  Men  and  gave  the  whole 
Body  of  the  Indians  Battel  (judged  about  one  thoufand  two  hundred)  for 
three  Hours ;  whereupon  after  having  killed  feveral  cf  the  Indians,  he 
was  forced  to  Retreat,  and  continued  Fighting  for  all  the  time  that  he  and 
his  Men  were  Retreating  nine  Miles ;  Captain  Mofeley  loft  out  of  his  Com- 
pany nine,  and  thirteen  wounded.  The  next  day  they  come  up  again, 
the  Indians  were  gone,  they  had  ftript  the  dead  Men  of  all  their  Clothes 
and  Arms,  and  Horfes5  amongft  which  dead,  was  one  who  had  life  in 
him,  and  was  found  by  a  Friend  Indian,  he  took  him  up  and  laid,  Umh, 
umh  poo  Ingifmon,  mee  fave  yow  life,  mee  tak yovoto  Captain  Mofee ;  he  car- 
ries him  fifteen  Miles  the  day  after  to  Captain  Mofeley,  and  now  this  Man 
is  well  again  and  in  good  health. 

Immediately  Orders  were  taken  at  Bojlon  for  the  fending  out  more  Re- 
lief, as  many  as  to  make  up  Captain  Motleys  Company  an  Hundred  com- 
pleat,  were  forthwith  fentaway:  They  are  fitting  out  an  Hundred  more 
from  Conneclicot,  under  the  Command  of  Major  Treat,  and  Captain 
Whiting  the  Minifter  of  Hartford. 

September  I  o,  Eight  Indians  came  to  Bojlon  from  Ninnicroft,  in  an  Em- 
baiTy,  having  a  Certificate  from  Captain  Smith  an  Englifljman,  that  hath 
a  large  Eftate  thereabouts:  They  difpatched  their  Bufinefs,  and  had  ano- 
ther Pafs,  tied  at  the  end  of  a  Stick,  that  Englifljmen  may  fee  it  afar  off. 
They  were  going  out  of  Town  a  back  way,  two  Men  men  met  them  and 
feized  on  him  that  had  the  Pafs  ;  thefe  two  Men  were  Brothers,  and  this 
Indian  had  been  among  King  Philips  Indians,  and  thefe  two  Men  Swore  in 
Court,  that  that  was  the  Man  that  killed  their  Brother,  they  knew  him  ; 
whereupon  two  days  after  his  Trial  and  ConfefTion,  he  was  Hanged  like 
the  other. 

September  23.  About  ten  at  night  we  had  an  A  Harm  given  us,  and  be- 
fore eleven  we  had  one  Thoufand  two  Hundred  Men  in  Arms,  and  difmift 
by  twelve  that  night :  The  occafion  was,  one  of  the  Watch  was  Drunk 
about  thirty  Miles  off  at  Mendham,  and  he  fired  a  Gun,  fo  it  came  to 
Bojlon  -  the  next  morning  he  paid  ten  Shillings,  and  fate  hours  in  the 
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Stocks  for  his  being  Drunk,  and  afterwards  had  twenty  Laities  for  giving  a 

falfe  AUarm.  •  .  r~ 

On  the  2 8/£  day  of  J//g///?,  happened  here  at  eleven  a  Clock  at  night, 
a  moil  violent  Storm  of  'Wind  and  Rain,  the  like  was  never  known  before  ; 
it  blew  up  many  Ships  together  that  they  Bulged  one  another,  fomeup  to- 
wards Cambridge  fome  to  Muddy-River,  doing  much  hurt  to  very  many  5 
alfo  it  broke  down  many  Wharffs,  and  blew  down  fome  Ho-jfes  thereupon. 
The  Indians  afterwards  reported  that  they  had  caufed  it  by  their  Pawwaw* 
(i-  e.  worshipping  the  Devil;.  They  farther  fay,  That  as  many  'Engliflr- 
mentoW  Die,  as  the  Trees  have  by  this  Wind  been  blown  down  in  the 
Woods  :  But  thefe  Heathenifh  notions  are  confonant  to  their  barbarous 
Crueltie,  and  ought  to  be  valued  accordingly,  by  all  who  own  any  thing 
fuperiour  to  it  or  them.  . 

Several  Men,  fome  whereof  are  Quakers,  will  not  go  out  on  Command,, 
and  for  their  difobsdience  thereunto,  are  forced  to  run  the  Gantelop; 

About  the  1  yh  of  September  jhe  Authority  of  Bdfion  fent  a  Party  to  Mm4 
nicroft,  to  require  him  to  come  to  Bofton,  to  treat  concerning  the  delivery 
Squaw  Sachem :  He  fent  word  he  would  come,provided  he  might  be  fafely  re- 
turned back ;  Captain  Smith  living  near  him,  offered  himfelf,  Wife  and 
Children,  and  Eftate,  as  Hoftages  therefore.  . 

Ninnicroft  feeing  this,  refolvcd  to  fend  his  Eldeft  Son  thither  (he  himfelf 
being  very  aged)  foaway  they  came,  bringing  Captain  Smith  with,  them; 
when  they  came  to  Roxbury,  they  fent  word  tp  Bopn  they  were  come,  and 
defired  to  know  if  they  might  have  admittance  into  Boflon:  Word  was 
fent  them,  v  that  they  mould  be  very  welcome.  In  order  thereto,  Captain 
James  Oliver,  and  Captain  Clarke,  were  ordered  with  fix  Files  of  Muf- 
quets  a  piece  to  meet  on  the  Neck,  to  conduct  them  into  Town.  The 
Indians  meeting  thefe  Captains,  thought  that  they  were  all  to  Die  imme- 
diately ;  fome  were  for  running  away,  and  fome  not,  but  Captain  Smith 
being  with  them,  endeavoured  to  pacifie  them  as  well  as  he  could.  When 
they  met,  they  opened  to  the  Right  and  Left,  and  gave  them  three  Vol- 
leys, and  fo  Guarded  them  to  the  Governours  Houfe.  The  next  Morn- 
ing this  Sagamore  with  all  his  Retinue,  went  to  Captain  Olivers  Houfe,  to 
give  him  hearty  thanks  for  Yefterdays  kindnefs,  in  his  conducting  them  fafe 
to  Town.  '  -  <       .    ' 

The  Council  fat  every  day  during  their  abode  in  Boftony  until  they  came 
to  an  Agreement :  The  Narraganfets  by  degrees,  came  to  this  Agreement, 
That  they  were  to  deliver  the  Squaw  Sachem  within  fo  many  days  dtBofton  5 
and  the  League  of  Peace  was  then  by  them  confirmed,  which  was  much 
to  the  genera"  fatisfa&ion  ;  but  yet  many  had  hard  thoughts  of  them,  fear- 
in<y  they  will  at  laft  prove  Treacherous :  They  were  difmift  out  of  Town  in 
fafety,  according  to  their  defire.  ','      ■ 

The  Governour  and  Council  feeing,  and  ferioully  confidering  the  Mife- 
ry  that  many  had  already  undergone*  and  that  the  Countrey  was  like  to 
be  in,  IlTued  out  this  following  Order  for  a  Solemn  Faft  all  over  the  Colo- 
ny >  which  was  performed  with  a  very  great  fhew  of  outward  Penitence, 
and  ,(no  queftion)  with  much  inwar4  Affe&ion  by  very  many :  The  Go- 
vernour himfelf  beginning  the  duty  of  the  Day*  with  a  moll  heavenly 
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Held  at  Boston,  Sept.  17.  16^.

This  day  alio  «mc  the  News  to  Mr.  fcU,  that  his  Houfe  and 
Goods  were  Burnt,  his  Wife  and  Children  kill'd ,  the  after  proved  &S 
He  was  alio  bound  in  Capt.  Wallej  for  Londcn,  but  rttSSS 
fome  time,  in  order  to  the  fettling  his  Family  thete.  His  Lofs  4ew  fe 
amounted  to  above  a  thoufand  Pound  Sterling.  "«ewiie 

On  the  urAof  Oifcfcr,  a  Body  of  /»<W  came  to  Springfield,  who  im- 
mediately fired  the  Town  and  confumed  thirty  two  Houfesf  and  almSs 
many  Barns,  with  their  Corn  and  Hay.  s 

The  Indians  that  did  this  Mifchief,  were  a  company  of  thofe  fort  called 
Traywghdians,  apout forty  in  number,  that  always  dwelt  near  to  6W 
/e/rf,  and  at  that  time  were  confined  to  their  Town  and  a  Mile  about  if  bf t 
for  their  ufoal  Civility fake,  were  permitted  daily  tohave  Converfewlth  the 
Town,  about  what  Bufinefs  they  had,  and  at  mid-night  they  d.d  their  Ex 
ploit.     The  Neighbouring  Towns  hearing  it,  and  that  it  was  done  by  them 
Rofc  without  any  Command  or  Leader,  and  flew  all  of  them  they  could 
find,  which  was  about  thirty.  } 

Likewife  tidings  came  this  day  from  the  Eafiward,  that  they  have  killed 
twenty  Men  within  this  ten  days  ;  wherefore  here  is  this  lothoiOdober 
marched  forty  Men  out  of  Boftm,  for  their  Relief. 

The  Narraganfets  vie  fear  more  and  more  every  day,  will  be  perfidious 
to  us,  the  time  being  pad  that  they  fhoold  have  delivered  $W  Sachem  at 
Bofton  Our  Fears  are  the  mote  encreafed,  as  well  in  that  we  underftand 
ieveralot  them  appear  up  and  down  in  •, Arms ;  however  here  is  a  Levie

October  a  8.  This  day  by  advice  from  Hatfield,  we  have  this  particular  Ac- 
count of  what  happened  there.  i 

OnWednefdaj  thereof  OHoOer,  a  party  of  Indians  about  feven  Miles 
oft  Hatfield  inthe  Woods,  made  feveradgreat  Fires,  to  make  the  EnHfi, 
think  they  were  there,  but  as  foon  as  ever  they  had  kt  fire  to  the  wSod 
they  came  direaiy  towards  Hatfield  and  about  two  Miles  from  Hatfield  they 
ayinBufoesbythewayhde  undifcoverable,  thinking  to  cut  off  the  eZ 
lijb  in  their  way  to  the  Fires  :  About  Noon,they  of  Hatfield  fent  ten  Horfe- 
men  well  armed,  to  Scout  out  and  fee  what  is  the  matter  in  the  Woods- 
and  in  their  way,  &t  tmSans  at  once  fhet  down  nine  of  the  ten,  and  the 
other  returned  to  Hatfield  to  carry  the  news:  Capt.  Samuel  Molley  being 
then  not  far  from  thence,  with  fixty  Men,  was  immediately  fent  for,  who 
prefentlycame  By  four  a  Clock,  there  were  come  into  the  Town  above 
feven  hundred  Indians  armed,  and  immediately  fet  Tire  in  three  places  to 
the  Town,butby  care  were  foon  quenched  ;  Capt.  Mf^prcfcntly  engaged 
fre  hundred  of  thefe  Indians,  wh.lff  two  hundred  and  more  other  fiddau 


were 
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were  at  the ,  other  end  of  the  Town  endeavouring  to  Fire  it.  There  was 
alfo  another  Captain,  with  about  fixty  Men  not  far  oft,  who  hearing  die 
Guns,  came  immediately  thirher  and  fet  on  the  other  Party  of  two  hun- 
dred and  odd-,  but  the  two  Englijh  Captains  foon  joyned  together,  and 
they  had  a  Fight  with  thofe  feven  hundred  and  odd  Indians,  for  near  two 
Hours  time,  till  they  could  fee  no  longer  -  in  tins  Fight  we  loft  only  three 
Men,  and  wejudg  we  may  have  killed  above  an  hundred  Indians }  we  forced 
the  reft  in  great  diforder  to  run  away  ,  we  forced  them  over  a  large 
River,  who  in  their  Swiming  over,  loft  all  their  Anris  and  Ammunition,' 
and  feveral  were  Drowned,  as  was  ieen  the  next  day.  This  Fight  doth  much 
difcourage  them,  and  encourage  out  Englijh:  there  were  ten  Men  wounded 
of  ours  in  the  Fight,  but  none  Mortally  we  hope. 

Care  now  is  taken  to  fatisfie  the  (reafonable)  defires  of  the  Commonal- 
ty, concerning  Mr.  Elliots  Indians,  and  Gapt.  Guggins  Indians. 

They  that  wear  the  name  of  Praying  Indians ,  but  rather  (as  Mr.  He ze- 
kiah  Ujhur  termed  Preying- Indians)  they  have  made  Preys  of  much  Englijh 
Blood,  but  now  they  are  all  reduced  to  their  feveral  Confinements ;  which 
is  much  to  a  general  Satisfaction  in  that  refpeel:.
